Nixon s Uphill Task To Beat Gov. Pat Brown 


LOS ANGELES 
Out here in California, the new 
job Richard M Nixon has taken 
on looks even harder than it ap­ 
pears from a distance. 
When he decided to run for the 
California Governorship, the for­ 
m er Vice-President seemed a sure 
b et to b eat the genial, rather 
b umb ling incumb ent. Pat Brown. 
But with election day only a few 
weeks away , the careful Field 
poll of California shows Brown 
with 40 per cent of the vote. .Ni.xon 
with 42 per cent, and 10 per cent 
undecided. 
If the Field poll is right, in fact, 
Brown has a ciose-to-commanding 
lead. 
At 
Nixon headquarters, 
they cite their own polls. 
These 
show Brown with a lead of only 
one or two percentage points.

headquarters, 
therefore, the fact that Brown is 
now in the lead is b ravely b ut 
glumly admitted. 
This turn of events has clearly 
taken Nixon and his m anagers 
b y surprise: b ut this is perhaps 
their fault, for it is now ¿lear 
that they made a fundamental 
miscalculation at the very out­ 
set. 
They too thought that it 
would b e ea.sy for .Nixon, the 
m ajor national figure who had 
carried California against John F.

cause they couldn’t get enough 
senators to come to the floor 
Old hands on Capitol Hill are at

loss to explain the apparent 
lack of concern of m any legisla­ 


tors to end the session and get 
hack 
home 
to 
cam paign, 
but 
som e astute observers think they 
m ay have found the answ er in 
the electronic age 
They think that legislators up 
for reelection 
can m ake m ore 
m ileage appearing to be at work 
in Washington than they can back 
home where they'd be subject to 
sharp questioning on the little ac­ 
complished 
in the session now 
running into its tenth month. As 
it is, the legislators have cheap 
access to 
television 
and 
radio 
tapes, 
news 
letters 
and 
other 
public relations gim m icks to keep 
their nam es, faces and activities 
before the voters. And, as long 
as they're in W ashington, they 
don’t have to answ er so many 
questions.
